Ruark,* who has in some way been em¬ 
ployed in threshing every season since 
he was fifteen years old, has not 
known of its equal. •

ships in so doing. In summing up the 
arguments it appears that no hardT 
ships,are being experienced under the 
operations of the wheat pooUJjian is 
being' experienced outside elf it by 
those whoidid not join the pool. This 
because of the general conditions pre- 
■ valent this year in the marketing of 
the crops under world-wide adverse 
circumstances. True the map. outside 
of the pool is able to dispose 'of his 
entire holdings when and at any price 
he pleases, while the pool farmer is 
obliged to be content with a pro-rata 
advance on his deliveries which in the 
total would be ,cash-in-hand, muCh loss 
than the man who was not a member 
cf the pool Wl sold his entire hold¬ 
ings at such prices as are offered. This 
last condition is not a new one and is 
the bone of contention and disappoint¬ 
ment which has been facing the farm¬ 
er of this country for the past decade 
and which has made his lot a disap¬ 
pointing and a sad one. It is the ob¬ 
ject oi the pool co-operation to over¬ 
come this condition b>j joint action, 
and while immediate, substantia! finan¬ 
cial results are not to be had, and 
were not expected in this initial sea¬ 
son, we feel that a general determina¬ 
tion of stick-to-it-iveness in the prin¬ 
cipals of the pool will ultimately de¬ 
termine the wisdom of its origination. 
It is big business, but not bigger than 
many other large enterprises, which 
are being successfully operated to day 
at a profit. Some farmers have stat¬ 
ed that a year would have been suffi¬ 
cient for the length of the contract, in 
which to determine if the idea was a 
practical one. In answer we state very- 
few, if any, large businesses have ever 
showed anything but prospective suc¬ 
cess in the first year of its operation, 
but its continuation and agressiveness 
has proved the correctness of its in¬ 
ception and has been a big benefit to 
its members. Wheat is the most want¬ 
ed product in the wdrld and is used by 
evpry individual in it. Why then 
should not the producers of it be 
granted, or ; be in a position to demand 
a fair rccomponcc for their labors? 
The army of middlemen, operators, 
elevators, shippers and transfer in¬ 
terests all seem to be doing well in the 
handling of tips crop while the pro¬ 
ducer, the farmer on whom they de¬ 
pend, must take a loss for his end oi 
the business. The answer is c< 3 ; opera-, 
tion collective interests, massed or- 
ganization'in the handling of the year¬ 
ly crops, by interests whose purposes 
are identical and formulated for a pce=- 
fitable manipulation of tbe business in 
hand. There is no competition ’in these 
branches of the marketing of the crop. 
The prices offered are relatively the 
same for wheat at all points, _ the 
freight rates are the same on all linos 
and the handling charges are fixed 
and maintained, the elevator charges 
arc set, and the farmer’s price is de¬ 
termined seemingly by his financial in¬ 
ability to play the game. When, wc 
ask, will conditions be better for th< 
farmer if the same methods a-? to !u 
allowed to continue? Dies the pa- 1 , 
expedience, in gn wing grains in this 
country wiy-rant a continuance of th< 
methods of marireting tl e grains so 
long followed and which nave proved 
to ba unsatisfactory? I.va and learn 


is. the rule but the farrif appeareftt- 
ly have lived without . rning, and 
the query now is, will .hey continue 
to >o live. Much fine strategy will 
b? worked on him directly and indi¬ 
rectly to withhold^ him. from his alli¬ 
ance with a company which will even¬ 
tually be acknowledged as a power in 
the world’s markets, but if he keeps 
before him always the vision of his 
past experiences he will not be return¬ 
ed to his old habits and customs but 
will adopt the newer and progressive 
methbds of co-operation and combina¬ 
tion. We have seen also some farm¬ 
ers who have suffered and were hard 
pressed for the past few years but 
who have this year raised a big crop 
and are temporarily inflated in "chest 
and appearance, and who have made 
the remark that they are able to run 
their own businesses, forgetting that 
in the past they showed strong signs 
of not being able to -do so, and may 
again display such weakness when the 
time comes. Get together. It’s the 
i nly salvation in these days of pro¬ 
gressing. .atid up-to-date methods. 
Stick to y<in«- contracts with the wheat 
pool and see toait your neighbor does 
the same. Do more and make it a bu¬ 
siness of yours to see that all your 
neighbors do likewise even unde?' the 
temporary disallusion "that he is suf¬ 
fering some little hardship. It’s-only 
temporary and the oomirig resu.ts will 
show the world that the farmer wa.- 
long in displaying a business instinct 
but that once displayed he was. cap¬ 
able of playing toe game, the biggest 
on earth, and ofplaying it right. 

1 IT IS UP TO YOU 

“It’s all very difficult” is an expres¬ 
sion frequently used by Bertram Pol¬ 
lard uv^Philip Gibbs’ book “In the 
Middle orbhe Road,” which apMJ" de¬ 
scribes conditions in England after 
the' war wheriWiemployment was rife 
and starvation/was staring many in 
the face while 'the titled classes- wele 
being taxed to death and labor was 
making further demands for increase 
in pay. Here in Canada, the same ex¬ 
pression is heard with frequency from 
farmer, rancher and business man. To 
most of us the old world seems badly 
out of joint the past few years and 
whether or not the bottom of the val¬ 
ley of .financial depression has been 
reached “no man knoweth”. There 
was a time when ‘ big crops meant 
prosperity, but at the present the rule 
seems to be reversed and the cry of 
“overproduction” is becoming a by¬ 
word. The world seems to be produc¬ 
ing so much wheat and so many cattle, 
horses and sheep that those who pro¬ 
duce these commodities are trembling 
on the verge of bankruptcy, while mil¬ 
lions of people in other sections of 
the world are facing starvation—cer¬ 
tainly a difficult and trying condition. 
The world is what you make it and if 
this country of ours is what we claim 
it to be—a government of, for and by 
tj;e people—then it must follow that 
the conditions under which we live 
are primarily the result of the ’past 
and present thought and action of the 
people as a whole. If the government 
is not. just that then it musit fpllow 
that the plan of democracy is a joke, 
e phantasm, which if followed -will 
lead us into the dismal swamp of nat¬ 
ural and individual failure. The year 
wc have just entered looks good to us, 
and another abundant crop is in pros¬ 
pect, and if wise and sane legislation 
is enacted and economy is practiced 
in every government department, as 
well as by individuals then good re¬ 
sults will follow such intelligent ac¬ 
tion. Let us think righteously, act in¬ 
telligently and expect much, for aftei 
all this world is what you make it.

$350 FROM UNITED STATES 

Although Great Britain has replac¬ 
ed Canada as .the best customer of 
Uncle Sam, this country’s purchases 
if goods from the United States re¬ 
main large, and the Canadian market 
absorbs about fifteen per cent, of the 
goods exported by the country to the 
south. Canada, this year, will pur¬ 
chase about $72 worth of American 
goods for each man, woman and child 
in this country—an average of over 
$550 a family^ The United States will 
purchase about $3 worth of Qanadian 
goods for each person iri that country, 
or about $15 per family. The Ameri¬ 
can purchases will amount to about 
$40 per capita of the Canadian popu¬ 
lation. In othej; words, each Canadian 
spends about $32 per annum more' in 
the United States than ho sells to that 
country. 

Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
agriculture for Alberta, will attend 
the British Empire exhibition in Eng¬ 
land next summer. He will leave 
some time in April to represent the 
province.

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T HE National Parks of Canada| 
are a haven for wild life; 
where guns and hunting dogs 
are forbidden and where the ani¬ 
mals have come to look upon man 
as their friend rather than as their 
-rf destroyer. As a result wild ani¬ 
mals are increasing in the national 
parks of Canada and the graceful 
deer, the Jordly bison and the al- 
•* ways interesting bear live at peace 
in their natural habitat without 
molestation. 

At Jasper National Park in Al¬ 
berta, which is 4,400 square miles 
, in extent and the largest of Canada’s 
national parks, beats, deer, moose, 
mountain sheep and goats abound, 
and the visitor finds also great 
numbers of smaller animals such as 
beaver, squirrel and others which 
v are becoming quite tame since they 
realize that they are protected. 

At Wainwright, bn the main line 
of the Canadian National Railways, 
east of Edmonton, there exists one 
of the finest demonstrations of the 
feasibility of game conservation, 
for there, in the buffalo park are 
some 8,000 animals, • the growth 
from a herd of 716 which was pur¬ 
chased some sixteen years ago by 
the Canadian Government and al¬ 


lowed to multiply in peace. So 
great has been the development of 
the herd that this fall 2,000 of the 
surplus animals had to be slaugh¬ 
tered and in the spring another 
2,000 young buffalo are to be 
moved into the northern hinterland 
and allowed to roam at will there 
under conditions where they also 
will be safe from ruthless hunters. 

In addition to buffalo, the gov¬ 
ernment has at Wainwright large 
numbers of elk and yak, which are 
fast becoming unknown animals 
except to the adventurous hunter 
who was prepared to go miles be¬ 
yond the limits of civgization, and 
these animals also are multiplying 
in the condition^ under which they 
are being kept. 

Visitors to Jasper Park at the 
present time find cinnamon, brown 
and black bears very numerous; if 
they go far enough afield they may 
reach the haunts of the grizzly, 
still within the park limits. Deer 
may be found browsing within a 
stone’s throw of Jasper Park 
Lodge, the bungalow camp hotel 
operated by the Canadian National 
Railways and cariboo are reported 
to be becoming more plentiful year 
by year. The'“bighorn” moun¬ 
tain sheeg) grazes peacefuly along 


the lower slopes of the great 
mountains which rise on every side, 
while the more timorous mountain 
goat may.be seen on the higher 
slopes, making his way over pre¬ 
carious footing and seeming to 
challenge the camera enthusiast to 
climb up and include his picture in 
the collection. 

By means of the .sanctuaries 
which have been given to various 
animals, the younger Canadians 
growing up today can now and in 
the future see for themselves, 
specimens of various big game ani¬ 
mals which a few years ago were 
threatened with destitution. And 
since Canada was almost the last 
native haunt of manyrbf these, such 
as the buffalo, the educational 
value alone of the sanctuaries is 
great. The experiments already 
made have shown that such ani¬ 
mals as the buffalo can readily be 
propagated in captivity and in their 
case also, the revenue derived by 
the government from the sale of 
buffalo meats, hides and heads 
from the animals which it has be¬ 
come necessary to kill, will,'it is 
estimated, go a long way towards 
paying for the cost of the experi¬ 
ment and the upkeep of the Na¬ 
tional Parks. \

| Washington a week ago last Saturday 
j the first annual payment in liquida- 
i tion of Britain’s war debt. There have 
been payments on interest account, 

I but the $23,000,000 paid on Saturday 
-is the first repayment of principal. 

I The instalments will increase slowly 
year by year as the interest lessens, 
j By 1943 Britain will be paying $42,- 
j 000,000 yearly toward debt reduction. 

J As the end of the 62 year period, over 
I which redemption will extend, ap- 
! proaches, it is provided that the annu- 
i al repayment of principal shall in- 
1 crease until it reaches a total of $175,- 
000,000 yearly-, during the last two 
years, thus including practically all 
the money needed in the earlier years 
to meet the interest charges. The 
debt totals $4,000,000,000, and interest 
payments during the first five years 
will range from $138,000,000 in 1923 
to $135,150,000 in 1927. By the time 
the debt is entirely liquidated, the 
British people will have paid, in prin¬ 
cipal and interest, $6,505,956,000 on a 
debt which' originally totalled about 
$4,100,000,000. The cancellation of 
the debt will take the form of the re¬ 
turn to the British treasury of such 
proportion of the bond issue of one 
thousand boYids of a face value of 
$4,600,000,000 as is represented^ by 
each annual payment on account of 
the Jmncipal of the-debt. The trans¬ 
action is.the most colossal in the, his¬ 
tory of finance, except that by which 
Germany, under the Treaty, of Ver¬ 
sailles, undertook to pay France for 
the damage estimated at about $30,- 
000,000, done by her tro'ops during the 
Great War. Germany, under one pre¬ 
text and another, has evaded her obli¬ 
gations, and hopes to squirm out of 
the greater part of them. John Bull 
is already facing the music. 


The people of the United States are 
beginning to take notice of Alberta as 
the home of royaL princes. There was 
the Prince of Wales. They all knew 
about that, and read with keenest in¬ 
terest the series of the prince and his 
ranch activities.

NEW ROAD PROGRAM 

Th department of public works has 
announced an extensive road program 
which will take at least five years to 
complete. The program arranged will 
make provision for the improvement 
and development of the market road 
well as the highway sys 
stanti&lly increased provin- 
’will be given to municipal 
r the purpose of improving 
et roads and the district en¬ 
gineers (Will be relieved of some of 
nt duties in order that they 
mare time to advising mu- 
mciphU Councils on road building. The 
need for improving the market road 
system in the province ia urgent in 
order to provide better facilities for 
niarketing farm produce, but, unfor¬ 
tunately, this work has been delayed 
owing to the financial condition in 
which the present government found 
M he province on assuming office. The 
main highway system will belmprov- 
ed concurrently with the market load 
system and will be financed by capi¬ 
talizing a portion of the r&vCnue from 
bonds to be sold for 3 Vi million dol¬ 
lars and that amount will be spent on 
the highway system over the five year 
period. Each year for 16 years an 
amount from the auto license reven¬ 
ues will be set aside to pay the inter¬ 
est on the bonds and create a sinking 
fund which will provide for the ma¬ 
turing bonds. At the expiry of fifteen 
years the provincial debt will not be 
increased as a result of the program 
now arranged. The main highway 
system will be brought up to a stan¬ 
dard bo be approved of by 
the federal aid grant of 1 Vi million 
which will leave about 2 million dol¬ 
lars of an actual expenditure by the 
provincesi^The province will apply for 
an extension of time on the federal 
aid grant on the grounds that many of 
the roads which will be improved will 
be arteries feeding the national parks, 
and improved roads will bring more 
revenue to the parks branch of the 
federal government. A great deal of 
the-preliminary work incident to pro¬ 
per road construction has been done 
during tjie last two-years with the re¬ 
sult engineering principles will 
be applied throughout the entire pro¬ 
gram. Gravel will be used in locali¬ 
ties where deposits are suitably lo¬ 
cated. 


WHEATPOOL 

According to Chester M. Elliot, pro¬ 
vincial manager of the Alberta Co¬ 
operative Wheat Producers, Limited, 
the wheat pool handled approximately 
1,500 cars of wheat a week during the 
month of December. This-was an in¬ 
crease of about 500 cars a week, as 
compared with the November busi¬ 
ness. Jn other words, since the pool 
commenced business as a going con¬ 
cern on October 29, the pool has 
handled approximately 10,000 carloads 
of-wheat. Taken on a basis of 1,400 
bushels of wheat to the car, the pool 
has already received from its members 
approximately 14,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. At the end of the first month’s 
operations, Mr. Elliot estimated that 
the pool had not done more than 15 
per cent of the total business it would 
do during the present season. On that 
basis and taking into consideration 
that six million bushels pf wheat had 
been handled up to that time, the poolj 
will handle 40,000,000 bushels of the

His dis¬ 
covery has-saved the lives of thous¬ 
ands of people already, and has reliev¬ 
ed the sufferings of thousands more. 
But there is just one thought that 
comes to me. I refer to the adult suf¬ 
ferers of diabetes. What has been the 
outstanding factorTn the lives of^the 
majority of them? Their very gener¬ 
ous appetite, and the oBting of great 
quantities of food. These foods were 
not necessarily the Sugars and starch- 
os, but even the meats, eggs, and the 
fats. What was the effect of all this 
food? It simply was not burned up, 
that’s all. It put such an enormous 
amount of work upon all the organs •*• 
the body, that these organs got worn 
or partly worn out, and were unable 
to do their work. This means that the 
body is like a motor engine full of 
carbon.

As a matter 
of fact, the one thing, too much food, 
and too Little exercise, is the real cause 
of diabetes. So if you have a diabetic 
tendency, watch your diet, and cut 
down on your starches. If you still 
continue to lose weight and strength, 
then Insulin is indicated. But for the 
man who is anxious to avoid diabetes, 
cutting down on his ravenous appetite, 
and exercise or working outdoors will 
actually use up or burn up his starch¬ 
es and sugars, and there will not be 
the excessive work put on the pan¬ 
creas, heart, blood vessels, andd kid¬ 
ney*. 


BIG BUSINESS 

“The surprise month for American 
business in 1923 was November,” de- 
clraes the editor of The Iron Trade 
Review (Cleveland), its most notable 
achievement having been “to scatter 
the blight of knowing pessimism from 
business councils.” AH the financial 
writers have been remarking on 'the 
flood of extra and increased dividends 
in November, which has been continu¬ 
ing in undiminished volume into De¬ 
cember. Dur^ig November the mar¬ 
ket value of 233 leading stock issues 
increased by $648,000,000 (from $11,- 
776,000,000 to $12,460,000,000). This, 
according to an analysis prepared by 
the Standard Statistics Company, and 
summarized in the New York papers, 
means an advance of $3,000,000,000 
from the lowest level of the 1921 de¬ 
pression, though the present value is 
still about a million dollars under the 
1919 peak. It is noted that all groups 
of stocks /xcepl coal have shared in 
the rise/and that the rise has been 
most .marked in ,the food and chain- 
»tor* groups. 
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CO-OP MARKETING 

Co-operative marketing should loom 
largely in the discussions of the Cana¬ 
dian Society of Technical Agricultur¬ 
ists who meet in Vancouver this week, 
says the Vancouver Sun. Whatever 
difficulties have boen experienced in 
Canada in putting the principle to 
work, 'co-operativejearketing as an 
economic fact is-^rowing steadily in 
all parts of the world. In Britain alone 
co-operatives have a memberhsip of 
4,000,000. Throughout the world co¬ 
operatives do a business that is esti¬ 
mated in the aggregate at $800,090,- 
000. In 19 American states, according 
to'recent figures, the average sales by 
cooperatives total ever $1,000,000. In 
Minnesota 44 per cent, of all the 
farmers use co-operative societies for 
marketing their goods. Co-operative 
marketing is the only system under 
which producers recsive the same be¬ 
nefits of organization as are enjoyed 
by big busnass. The future of co-ope¬ 
rative marketing, as an economic ma¬ 
chine, is impossible to foretell. The 
first duty of those who would raise 
the fortunes of the agriculturists is 
to iiiai c him fully acquainted wifi, its 
benefit.- and opportunities. 


FAKE DOCTORS 

Any hod carrier, barender or hold¬ 
up man, temporarily out of a-job,could 
until recently, become a full-fledged 
physician within three days, at com¬ 
paratively reasonable expense. The 
result, in one case which ha« become 
well known, was that a young ex-sol¬ 
dier died after being given three cans 
oi ether, enough to kill several horses, 
while undergoing an operation upon a 
crushed finger. Numerous other re¬ 
sults, commentators are agreed, may 
be found in the graveyards of the 
communities .where these quick- 
change doctors have been practicing. 
More than 25,000 fraudulent physici¬ 
ans’ certificates, estimates an investi¬ 
gator for the St. Louis Star, have been 
issued through a diploma mill, which 
dias been grinding away in Missouri 
Wr t he p ast efcj'cn years at so much 
per grinds The diplomas were frankly 
bought and paid for. Not even a high- 
school education, or the beginnings of 
knowledge about medical science, was 
required Among these 26,000 fake 
dotcors, now practising medicine and 
surgery throughout the United States, 
quite a number reports a correspond¬ 
ent of the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
the in the service of the United States 
—in veterans’ hospitals, in the public 
health service, and serving as ship’s 
doctors When a recent inquiry start¬ 
ed in Connecticut, eight physicians, 
wanted as witnesses before the speci¬ 
al grand jury convened at Hartford, 
promptly left for various distant parts 
including Brazil and England. Other 
quacks, says the New York Times, 
have already gone out to ply their 
trade in Cuba, Mexico and South 
America. Of the thousands of quacks 
that still- linger on our more or less 
hospitable shores, scores have already 
lost their right to practise, and 1 the 
ranks of ex-doctors will vastly in¬ 
crease in the course of a few.months, 
it is predicted, as various States and 
cities investigate the standing of the 
medical men in their midst. A nation 
wide clean-up seems to be certain, as 
a direct result of outrageous condi¬ 
tions revealed in Missouri and Con¬ 
necticut. New York City was among 
the first communities to appoint inves¬ 
tigators and cleaf legal channels in 
preparation for a drive on its medical 
charlatans, whether they are of the 
"show me” Missouri variety or of any 
other extraction. The discovery of the 
Missouri diploma mill, which is said 
to have sprinkled the country—with 
quack doctors in the past decade, was 
made by Harry T. Brundige, a report¬ 
er for the St. Loui»\Star. Mr. Brun- 
dige, under another name, had little 
difficulty in obtaining a medical diplo¬ 
ma permitting him to practise medi¬ 
cine and surgery upon his unsuspect¬ 
ing fellow Americans. Needless to 
ray he knew nothing about jnedicine 
or surgery, but the men who sold him 
the diploma did not worry about that.

J.Love: “Ladies and Gentlemen: There 
is very much to apj5£5&T to one’s ima¬ 
gination in a gathering such as this. 

I wish it would be possible to express 
some of the feelings that come close 
to one’s heart at this moment. One has 
but to look around this room and see 
the happy faces. I am sure we have 
a very good reason to be happy after 
such a bountiful harvest. Now first of 
all I want to say a few words in favor 
of the Women’s Institute I doubt 
whether any society has ever been or¬ 
ganized under more happy circum¬ 
stances than the Women’s Institute. 
This organization is the only one in 
— the dominion .which brings together 
. the women on the farm and the ones 
in the towns and cities. I am not an 
. old timer, but I would like to say a 
few words in regard of the pioneers. 
This sunny, bright, Alberta, has been 
built up by two things, namely, faitft 
and hard work We-do not very often 
or always speak of the first as faith, 
but we do always speak of the hard 
work. The early pioneers who came 
to the west saw clearly that some day 
the sodlocked prairies would be de¬ 
veloped into a great country. Many of 
us came in a spirit of adventure, but 
we have stood to the hardships and 
established our homes and laid the 
foundation of what is destined to be 
a wonderful country in the west. I 
hore we will stick to it and not take 
coir! feet, and make this country one 
of the best in the Vest. Think of our 
progress in the last twenty years. We 
have made better progress in the last 
18 or 20 years than any other country 
under fhe sun. Let us keep hope be¬ 
fore our eyes believing that we will 
have better crops and better markets, 
and better profits for our products. 
t Once a man gets hope the rest is easy 
for him, for with hope men worlyand 
dare anything. The man of today 
needs to think more. He must read 
, '". more, talk more of things besides 

Work. He rqust study the product'on 
of the present state and -consider the 
opportunities for improvement and 
development. During the past few- 
years we have heard so many rumors 
to the effect that it is extremely diffi¬ 
cult to make a living in this Western 
J country, particularly upon the farm. 
S There is one type of man who arouses 
^— all my senses. He is the fellow who 
is always pining for the good old days 
back east. If we are willing to work 
and save and exercise our best judge¬ 
ment, we can get along in this west¬ 
ern country and pile up a certain 
amount for the future. Take two men, 

1 ofte a worker and the other a loafer 
and the worker will crowd the loafer 
out every time. It is true there are 
cases of hardships, due to no lack of 
hard work of those concerned. I think

With a capacity of 4,000 bam Is per 
day, the new oil refinery of the Im-‘ 
perial Oil. company has commenced 
operations. The refinery is wejl sup- 
piled with crude oil from the Montana 
field, the huge storage tanks being 
filled in readiness for operation. 

Surveyors for. the C.P.R. tire now in' 
thp field running final lines for the 
new branch to opiate from Kipp,near 
Lethbridge to the Re.tlaw line. This 
branch will traverse the Lethbrittge 
northern irrigation district and will 
be built the owning year. 

The provi^TOl government is pbui-- 
ning to make further tests of the use 
of the McMurray tar sands for road 
purposes, and will instal a separation 
plant at the E.D. and B.C. yards in 
the city. Dr. K. A. Clarke of the in¬ 
dustrial and research council is also 
planning an entire survey of the tar 
sand fields. 

Half a million dollars ahead of the 
best previous year will be the new re¬ 
cord of tax collections through the de¬ 
partment of municipal affairs for the 
year 1923,- according to the provincial 
treasurer;. When business was stop¬ 
ped Monday night, at the end cf the 
calendar year, fhe total collections 
stood at 3,710,000, which is about a 
million dollars better than 1922 and 
exactly $630,830 better than 1920, the 
record year heretofore. 

Two special commissioners of the 
irrigation branch of the provincial 
government, Idessrs. James Colley 
c.nd Edward Bletlier, a. Swiss coloni¬ 
zation agent, have left Lethbridge for 
the old country, where they will en¬ 
gage in a three months’ campaign to 
secure settlers for tire irrigated lands^ 
of the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
district. Mr. Emil Hann is also ac¬ 
companying the agents as a member 
of the trustee board of the irrigatiop 
district. The three men will work in 
England and European countries. 

Calling upon the Canadian parlia¬ 
ment to take aft ion at the coning ses¬ 
sion and make the question of coal 
supply a nationaf^roblem, the council 
of the Edmonton board of trade’ pass- 
eel an important resolution a f its 
Wednesday meeting. Parliament is 
asked to consider the 'advisajr lity of 
establishing rates on the Canadian 
National railway which will enable Al¬ 
berta coal to compete on Ontario 
and Quebec markets with the Pennsyl¬ 
vania product. 

Hon Geo. Hoadlcy, minis^r of ag¬ 
riculture, \yll represent Alberta as 
honorary commissioner from this pro¬ 
vince to the British Empire exhibition 
in London this year. Mr. Hoadley has 
been appointed to act in this capacity 
fallowing a request from the federal 
government, which has been* made to 
all provinces that tm-konorarv com¬ 
missioner be napjfd to attend the ex¬ 
hibition. 

The dairy industry of Alberta is 
making steady progress. The dairy 
factories manufacture into cheese and 
butter the surplus milk and cream 
produced by 40,000 farmers in an an¬ 
nually increasing volujne. There are 
74 creameries ih operation this year 
and it is estimated that they will have 
a combined output of 18,000,000 lbs. 
of butter as compared with 15,417,OY^ 
pounds manufactured by the 54' 
creameries operating last year; 68 per 
cent of this butter was made north 
and 32 per cent south of Red Deer. 
The 14 cheese factories that are now ( 
running will, it is estimated, produce 
1,500,000 pounds of crheri^e as com¬ 
pared with the 931,902 pounds turned 
cut by a similar numper «f plants last 
year. This will mean au increase of 
over 50 per cent in-the epeese output.

SEES HIGH-CATTLE PRICES 

That Canadian store cattle will com¬ 
mand a high price in the Old Country 
next spring, was the prediction of H. 
C. Mullins, before leaving Winnipeg a 
few days ago on a trip east He bases 
his predictions on the flooded condi¬ 
tion of the beef cattle market by the 
wholesale slaughter in Great Britain, 
which has caused a deflation in prices 
for the present, but means high prices 
for Canadian animals next spririg 
when the markett will be clear of all 
beef cattle. • . " ' 

REFUTES HARVESTERS’ TALES 

In a recent issue of the Toronto 
Globe, a statement - appears from a 
Scottish immigrant to Canada in the 
form of a letter to* the “Edinburgh 
Scotsman”, taking exception to the 
action of British harvesterlfcvho have 
returned to the old country with tales 
of hardship and suffering .endured this 
year.while in the dominion. He em¬ 
phasizes the fact that 12,000 British¬ 
ers who came to Canada for the 1923 
harvest, only .500 to 1,000 had gone j 
back and these few hqd made noise j 
and trouble so out of proportion to 
their number that many have been 
led to believe that they were voicing 
the feelings of the harvesters dn gen¬ 
eral. 


GENERAL NEWS 

The next session of the Alberta le¬ 
gislature has been called for Jan. 28. 

The expenditure of $3,500,000 on 
the roads of Alberta during the year 
1924 will be entirely inadequate, is the 
opinion of officials of the Alberta 
Good Roads association. 

The noxious weed menace through, 
out the province is a matter that 
should have the combined attention of 
the provincial government and muni¬ 
cipal councils as well as the individu¬ 
al farmer. United effort will be nec¬ 
essary to combat the weeds, otherwise 
land throughout the province' will de¬ 
teriorate. 

Alberta sheepmen tVho sold their 
clips through the Canadian Co-opera¬ 
tive at Toronto are going to fare bet¬ 
ter than they first expected. It is 
stated that all southern Alberta wool 
hap been sold at very fair prices. Re¬ 
turns are not in. as .yet, but one grow¬ 
er’s clip- whose report arrived show$ 
an average of 31 cents pef pound! i.'? 

The value of all crops, including 
fodder crops, is consrvatjvely estimat¬ 
ed at $100,542,204. The value of dairy 
products is $150,488,519, and livestock 
$112,691,13/2. Taking the population 
of Albertin as 650,000, if the prov inee’s 
wealth were divided up equally, every 
mas, woman and child in the province 
would receive approximately $600, 

December fifth’s clearings at Fort 
WilUam constituted a record for the 
season, the amount of grain going out 
totalling 6,984,000 bushels, carried 
away by 25 boats. The amount also 
makes a record for all time in one 
single day’s clearing. For the first 
five days the total amount of grain 
that has gone dq.wn the lakes is severe- 
teen million bushels. 

On Friday meaning a disastrous fire 
broke out in tiyt > Crossfield hotel and 
in less than an hour the building was 
ablaze .from end to cud. The fire bri¬ 
gade fought the flame but were handi¬ 
capped owing to lack of water. A hur¬ 
ried call was sent to Calgary for help 
and Chief Smart hustled to fight the 
flames in zero weather. Besid es the 
hotel the other losses were Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, Lott’s G neral 
Store and Murdock & Emery’s offices. 
The loss is said to be a^out $200,000.
